This is a ten-year supplement to the INDEX TO COPEIA, published by 
the author in 1955 (Part I, Author Index) and 1956 (Part II, Subject Index), 

This INDEX TO COPEIA follows the same format as the original INDEX, 
namely, it is presented in two parts: The Author Index -- Part I; and the 
Subject Index -- Part II, In the Author Index all authors are indexed alpha- 
betically and their articles are indexed chronologically. Those articles deal- 
ing with Herpetology have been indexed separately from those dealing with 
Ichthylogy, for the convenience of authors in the two major fields of study 
covered by COPEIA. Likewise in the Subject Index, the species dealing with 
Herpetology have been indexed separately from those dealing with Ichthyology. 
However, both the Author and the Subject Index are bound into one volume this 
time, 

During the past ten years there has been much more consistency in 
format and presentation than there had been in the earlier volumes. (See 
introduction to Part I, 1955 for details). The editorial boards have been 
expanded and the articles have been increasingly longer. Abstracts have been 
innovated and placed in front of the major articles. 

Because of the expense involved and various editorial omissions, no 
attempt has been made at this time to index the REVIEWS and COMMENTS 
which appear at the end of each issue. Some of these reviews actually seem to 
contain more prime information than the NOTES, and probably should have 
been published as an article and received recognition for the prime information 
contained therein, rather than being lost in REVIEWS and COMMENTS. 

By 1962, with the additional material, the abstracts, the long reviews 
and the acceptance of extra long papers, the editors started putting the table of 
contents on the back outside cover, and later also on the inside back cover, 

All this brought the pagination in 1962 to 907 pages, in 1963 to 759 pages, and 
in 1964 to 779 pages. 

During the compilation of this INDEX, several inconsistencies have 
necessitated my changing things about. Some authors have "signed" their 
names differently tc different articles. This surely fouls up the chronological 


index for any one certain person. Each author should have one way to sign his 
name professionally; not Edward one time, Ed another and E.C. still another. 
Also nicknames are hardly professional names. Also it has been found neces- 
sary to make some page corrections. Some but not all of the mis-spellings for 
scientific names have been made. Sometimes the "alternate" spelling is also 
indicated; sometimes both are indexed for convenience. There seems to be a 
lack of agreement in several instances as to the authority for a particular 
binomial: most often no authority is given: some of these have been added. 
New taxa or new combinations are indicated in the subject index by putting the 
pagination in bold type.
